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The country is calling for Junk—stuff that is rusting in fence corners, 
back of the barn and down in the gully. Fifty per cent of every tank, 
gun and ship is made from scrap steel.

What kinds of Junk does our 
country especially need? 
Iron and steel; rubber; and all 
scrap metals such as copper, brass, 
zinc and tin; rags; burlap bags; 
and Manila rope. 


Why should scrap pass 
through the hands of Junk 
dealers? 


. Scrap must be properly sorted, 


graded, prepared and packed, and 
accumulated in lots large enough 
to ship efficiently, before it can be 
used by mills. Only the Junk deal- 
er has the experience and equip- 
ment to do this. Junk is bought by 
industry from scrap dealers at es- 
tablished, government-controlled 
prices. 


- How can one be sure that 


the Junk dealers won’t 
hold the scrap to get higher 
prices? 


. TheJunk dealer cannot get higher 


prices by holding, since ceilings 
have been placed by the govern- 
ment on prices at which he can 
sell to consuming mills. In case 
of hoarding, the government has 
power of requisitioning. 


. Are there ceiling prices on 


all scrap and waste mate- 
rials? 


. The government has fixed ceil- 


ing prices regulating sales of all 
tmportant waste materials to con- 
suming mills. There is no limita- 
tion on selling at prices below the 


ceilings. 


Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment prescribe prices which 
Junk dealers will pay for 
scrap? 


. There are too many factors in- 


volved to make this practical. The

value of Junk on a farm or in a 
home depends upon its form and 
the cost of transporting it to mar- 
ket. Naturally, the price ceilings 
limit the amount which Junk 
dealers can afford to pay. 


Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment collect Junk? 


The government is collecting 
scrap iron and rubber on farms 
where-Junk dealers are not nor- 
mally available. In most places the 
collection problem does not war- 
rant establishing a government- 
operated system. 


Does the government want 
gifts of scrap materials? 


. The government prefers that gifts 


of scrap be made to local charities, 
service organizations or Defense 
Councils. If you wish to help the 
government directly with your 
scrap, sell it to a Junk dealer and 
buy War Stamps or Bonds with 
the proceeds. 


Why are so-called ‘‘auto- 
mobile graveyards’’ per- 
mitted to exist? 


Because every day cars are nor- 
mally sold to graveyards for junk- 
ing, it is desirable to keep auto 
graveyards in business as produc- 
ers of scrap and sellers of second- 
hand parts. The aim of the War 
Production Board is to keep this 


process moving, but to speed it up‘ 


so that every graveyard will scrap 
each car it buys within 60 days. 


How do I turn it in? 


Collect it and pile it up and

come and get it. 


2. If there is no near-by dealer, 
write or phone your County War 
Board or get in touch with your 
farm implement dealer.

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Seeding Alfalfa 
In August 
If you 


are putting in a stand of 


alfalfa this fall, here are a few 
things to keep in mind: 
First of all, plant not later than 


the second or third week of August 
in northern Iowa, and not later than 
September 1 in southern Iowa. Mois- 
ture conditions, of course, should be 
favorable for prompt sprouting. Oth- 
erwise, seeding had better be de- 
laved until spring, 

If the ground needs limestone, 
again seeding had better be delayed 
until spring. But the limestone 
should be spread and worked into 
the ground this fall. 

The seed-bed needs to be worked 
well and the placed not too 
Ceeply. One good method is to culti- 
pack the well-worked bed, broadeast 
the seed, and cultipack again. When 
moisture is favorable, one-half inch 
is about the seeding depth. 

Alfalfa is sensitive to a lack of 
phosphorus, so, on many Iowa soils, 
én application of 200 to 300 pounds 
of phosphate, thoroly disked into the 
seed-bed ahead of seeding, will be 
beneficial. 

As for varieties, Ladak and Cos- 
sack have shown the most resistance 
to wilt, so they should be given pref- 
erence where disease problem.

Use Pans to Save 
Clover Seed 


Do you lose a lot of sweet clover 
Or grass seed when harvesting with 
4 grain binder? If so, here is a sug- 
gestion for cutting this loss. 

Make a pan catcher to under 
the binder deck, fastening its inside 
edge to the binder frame bar by the 
bull-wheel and outside edge to 
Make the 
pan about four feet long, three feet 
wide and six inches deep, with sides 
and ends of two-inch lumber and the 
bottom of heavy sheet metal. Clevices 
and rings can be used to suspend this 
pan catcher. It is necessary to take 
off the bundle carrier rods.

Right now, a lot of puzzling con- 
ditions in hogs are being laid to 
swine erysipelas. It has become pop- 
ular to suspect erysipelas the first 
thing, whether a hog suddenly drops 


p=. like people, are some- 


dead, walks stiffly, develops a chron- 
ic cough or farrows a bunch of weak 
pigs. 


Actually, much of this suspi- 
cion is justified. The erysipelas 
organism certainly is whimsical 
and does ramble around over a 
hog’s entire body, settling some- 
times in the joints, another time 
in the heart valves and yet again 
in the skin, causing a sloughing- 
off. 


That the disease can occasionally 
cause fatal fever and scouring in 
little pigs, we also now know. But 
to blame it for everything, including 
trouble at farrowing time, is giving 
the devil a little more than his due. 

I mention this because I have been 
talking these last few weeks with 
hog breeders and veterinarians on 
the subject of swine abortion (or, as 
referred to in professional circles, 
swine brucellosis). This disease, 
too, is responsible for weak litters, 
piobably to a greater extent than is 
realized, 

The reason more farmers are not 
aware of its existence is the fact 
that it often does not cause abor- 
tior The sow may farrow at her 
hormal time, with no outward evi- 
dence of infection. 


The owner may notice only that 
the pigs are not “up to snuff.’ Or 
Simply that -the sow has delivered a 
fairly high percentage of dead pigs— 
one of the most common and prodb- 
ably also the most costly manifesta- 


101 the disease. 


Such symptoms don’t much 
excite the man not acquainted 
with the nature of abortion.

Because the embryos are quite 
small in this stage of abortion, the 
owner may never notice anything 
has gone wrong, unless he happens 
to be right at hand. 

Even if he is feeding the sows by 
hand, he may not, unless he is sharp- 
eyed, notice the whitish discharge 
which usually follows sloughing. 

Swine abortion may elude notice 
in still a third way. Like the cattle 
type, it may cause pig losses one 
year and then not show up again for 
several subsequent years. Yet some 
cf the hogs will remain infected, 
perpetuating the organism from one 
crop to the next. 

The best give-away is when the 
sow aborts late in the gestation pe- 
riod, say two or three weeks before 
her normal time. Even then, there 
may be little outward indication of 
anything being the matter, save for 
a discharge and possible swelling of 
the reproductive parts. 


In short, you just can’t tell for 
sure that you have abortion in 
your herd until you blood-test. 
As it happens, the blood test in 
swine is fairly accurate. All vet- 
erinarians are acquainted with it. 
The procedure is quite similar to 
that used for detecting contagious 
abortion in cattle. In fact, the 
organisms involved in these two 
diseases are quite closely relat- 
ed, and it is possible to infect 
cattle with the swine type. 


Supposing the blood samples show 
your breeding herd to be pretty thor- 
cly infected. What then? The rec- 
ommended practice now is to sepa- 
rate the young pigs from the 
as soon as they are weaned, )refer- 
ably not later than eight weeks. Put 
the pigs out on clean ground me- 
where and turn the sows into che 
fattening pen. 

Any mature breeding stock that 
shows abortion-free should be shift- 
ed to st#ll different lots and retested 
several times, say two weeks apart, 
before rebreeding. 

This separation of infected sows 
and their pigs at weaning time is a 
workable proposition with swine

abortion, for the reason that little 
pigs, while they may come weak and 
not live long, do not actually con- 
tract the disease. 

This is one reason why abortion 
is not nearly the problem that ery- 
sipelas is. With erysipelas, the pigs 
do get very sick and die with char- 
acteristic erysipelas lesions. 

Furthermore, young pigs continue 
relatively immune to abortion until 
they are about sexually mature, that 
is, until about four or five months 
of age. 


So, if you can get gilts away in 
time, and keep them on clean 
ground, they should still be test- 
ing negative at breeding time. 
With care, the ordinary commer- 
cial producer can just about get 
himself over to an abortion-free 
breeding herd in one season. 


For the purebred man, the thing 
may be a little harder, as he may 
want to hang onto some of his in- 
fected animals to maintain certain 
bloodlines. But with a little extra 
fencing and housing, he can keep the 
“negatives” and “positives” apart 
until ‘young abortion-free breeders 
make possible the disposal of the 
older stuff. All sows, of course, must 
be penned off by themselves as they 
come due to farrow.

Corn Parity 
Changes From 
State to State 


long way off, just some- 
thing to hope for, not to 
do business with, it did 
not matter much whether there were regional 
differentials or not. But as we get closer to 
parity, it becomes more important to say 
whether parity in Pocahontas county, Iowa, 
is to be exactly the same as in Bureau county, 
Illinois, or whether parity in South Dakota 
is to be the same as parity in Ohio. 

The AAA has been working toward differ- 
entials in wheat loans and corn loans. Now 
it has announced a new set of state differen- 
tials for corn that are based on the actual 
price differences existing in the period 1922- 
1942.) The drouth years are omitted. 

Right now, parity for corn is 97.6 cents a 
bushel. This is the national average. On a 
state basis, however, parity in Iowa is 89.9 
in Minnesota, 86.7 cents; in Missouri, 
in Nebraska, 91.5 cents; in South 
Dakota, S6.4 cents; In Kansas, 96 cents; in 
Minot 
in Ohio, 99.1 cents 

These state figures are averages, too, and

According to one way of figurine, the Iowa 
fieure of 89.9 cents is really a little higher 
than if might be. If you compare the 1909-14 
cost of goods in Iowa with corn prices in that 
period, it will be found that 88-cent corn in 
lowa will buy as much now as the 52-cent corn 
average of 1909-14 bought in that period. 

If we assume that the corn loan this fall 
will follow this differential schedule, and that 
the loan will be at 85 per cent of parity, then 
the average eorn loan in Towa on 1942 corn 
will be somewhere around 75 cents, with east- 
ern lowa a bit higher and western Towa a little 
lower. No official announcement on this will 
be made, of course, until later in the vear.

It was only a little over twenty 
years ago that many corn belt farmers real- 
ized for the first time that there was such a 
thing as hybrid corn, and that there was a 
kind of magie in it. That realization came 
when this paper, in December of 1919, offered 
to match a dozen gnarled and undersized ears 
against the champion ears at the International 
ina corn yield contest. 

The picture of those ears made a lot of folks 
realize that there must be something hidden 

der the skin in corn. And there was. Those 
enarled little ears were first crosses of in-bred 
Strains of corn. They had the explosive grow- 
ing power that comes with the crossing of in- 
breds. They had also the matehed traits that 
help to inerease vields in other ways. 

Now, everybody. knows what hybrid corn 
ean do. And most everybody realizes also 
that there ean be good hybrids und bad hy- 
brids. You ean put together four weak in- 
breds that don’t ‘‘nick’’? and get a double- 


cross that is worse than any good open-pol- 
linated strain. Or you ean put together fine 
ds and get a cross that will stand wet 
ther and dry weather, hold fast against 
winds, and put ten, twenty, thirty or 
lorty bushels more per acre into the erib.

Some Soldiers 
Can Vote 


About four million voters, in 
the army and navy, will have a 
hard time this year to vote in 
the fall election. But some of 
them will make it. The absent 
voters’ law will give part of the 
boys a chance, if they aren’t too 
far away. 

URING the 1941 session of the 

Towa legislature, a special amend- 

ment to the absent voters’ law was 
made to facilitate voting for military 
men. The amendment applies only 
and specifically to the primary and 
general elections in June and No- 
vember of 1942. 

The new amendment provides that 
“any qualified elector of the state of 
Iowa who is in the active military 
service of the United States and is 
or expects to be absent from the 
ccunty in which he is a qualified 
voter may make request in writing 
for an application for absent voter’s 
ballot to the county auditor of the 
county in which he is a qualified 
voter, not more than thirty days 
prior to the date of the election. 
{Note that time limit!) 

“Such request shall state the city 
and street address from which he 
was eligible to vote at the time of 
iis induction into service. Upon the 
receipt of such request, the county 
auditor shall mail to the elector so 
requesting an application blank and 
ballot for the proper precinct with 
the proper envelopes and _ instruc- 
tions.” 


Provision is made in the law 
so that the required oath in con- 
nection with voting an absent 
voter’s ballot may be signed be- 
fore any commissioned officer of 
the United States Army or the 
National Guard. 


Since the request for the applica- 
tion and absent voter’s ballot may 
he made “not more than thirty days 
Prior to the date of election,” it ap- 
pears that it would be impossible 
for soldiers in foreign .parts to vote. 
it would take more than the allowed 
thirty days for them to get the re- 
quired ballot and get it back to the 
county auditor before election date. 


Nebraska, Ilinois and Minne. 
Sota have similar provisions for 
voting by men in military serv- 
ice. The Missouri law does not 
give as much time. 


In Nebraska, application for an ab- 
fent voter’s ballot must be made to 
the clerk of the county in which the 
voter claims residence or to the elec- 
tion commissioner in Omaha, if a 
Tesident of that city. For the gen- 





eral election, November 3, the appli- 
cation must be made not sooner than 
October 5 and not later than Octo- 
ber 31. 

In Illinois, the application should 
be made to the clerk of the county 
in which the voter claims residence, 
unless he is a resident of a city hav- 
ing an election commission. In that 
event, his application is addressed 
*o the commission. The application 
for ballot must be received by the 
county clerk or the election commis- 
tion not more than thirty days prior 
to election day. 

In Minnesota, the application must 
be made to the auditor of the county 
ef residence, and must be made not 
more than thirty days nor less than 
one day prior to election date. 

Missouri voting laws provide for 
an even shorter period of time with- 
iu which the absent voter may exer- 
cise his voting rights. The applica- 
tion must be made not more than 
fifteen nor less than five days prior 
to election day, to the clerk of the 
county in which residence is claimed, 
except that residents of St. Louis, St. 
Louis county, or Kansas City must 
apply to the Board of Election Com- 
missioners in those cities. 


Get Ready for 
Long War 


Recent reverses on the war 
front serve to emphasize that 
this will be a long war—perhaps 
longer than any of us now ex- 
pect. This means farmers will be 
called upon to sustain peak pro- 
duction over a long period of 
time. Only thru increased effi- 
ciency in cropping and livestock 
raising methods can our present 
production be maintained and 
further increased.

If too many ewes fail to set- 
tle, replace the ram with a breeder 
that is surer. If ewes are to produce 
Tebruary or March lambs, breed the 
last two weeks of September. The 
gestation period for sheep is about 
five months. 


TAKE A VACATION during the slack 

time before corn picking. Farmers 
Lave been working hard, and a few 
days’ relaxation and rest will prove 
a great help toward increasing labor 
efficiency in the long pull. Even tho 
rot many fairs are being held, and 
tires may be thin, get_ away from 
your work for a time if at all pos- 
sible. 

Plan to visit a few good farmers 
who are doing an outstanding job of 
food production, Th ideas you pick 
up may prove invaluable if applied 
to your own set-up. Your county 
egent or agent of a neighboring coun- 
ty will be glad to help you locate a 
few of these farms. 


PREPARE NOW for outside winter 

storage of vegetables. Farmers will 
be busier in October and won’t have 
time then to prepare pits. 


BUILD TEMPORARY FENCES for 
later use in hogging down corn or 
fall pasturing. Make plans to pro- 
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vide protein supplement in self-feed- 
ers in the field. Also some type of 
shelter is advisable if fields are at a 
considerable distance from the build- 
ings.

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Look at Lespedeza 
In Missouri 


In order to get a few more point- 
ers on the growing of lespedeza, sev- 


eral autoloads of farmers from the 
Centerville, Iowa, vicinity recently 
Visited northern Missouri for three 
days. 

They were impressed with the sue- 
cess of a steady wheat-lespedeza 
cropping plan. After the first year, 
the annual lespedeza reseeds itself 
automatically and the wheat is plant- 
ed in the fall, either to be pastured 
cut or harvested as grain the next 
ummel! 

Anothe favorite combination is 
oats and lespedeza. Only the oats 


are seeded each spring. The lespe- 
deza seed is already on the ground, 
A combination with winter barley 
has not worked out well, for the rea- 
son that the barley has a tendency 
to winter-kill. This has been a disap- 
rointment, as winter barley had 
promised*to become very popular. 

In an experimental field conduct- 
ed by the University of Missouri oats 
have averaged 37 bushels per ac: 
each year and the lespedeza in sum- 
mer has provided 76 pasture days 
per acre and 72.5 pounds of beef. 
Wheat and lespedeza, with the wheat 
pastured out, have averaged about 
115 pasture days to the acre, with 
254 pounds of beef gain. 

On plots at the Sni-A-Bar 
lespedeza has proved to be a 
able addition in blue grass pasture. 
The best practice has been to turn 
the cattle onto the grass early in 
the spring and graze it hard until 
about mid-July, then move to anoth- 
er stand of pure lespedeza ove: 
which the oat crop has just bean 
harvested. 

The blue grass is not grazed again 
until late fall or winter. During the 
rest interval, the lespedeza is put- 
ting nitrogen into the blue grass sod 
and is bringing the weeds there un- 
cer control.

So Wallaces’ Farmer and lowa 
Homestead recently decided to 
take a survey of lowa farmers, 
to find out how much of that 
milk is used at home to keep 
farm families healthy.
